"During  tho  last  two  or  throo  woolcs  tho  woathor  has  boon  oxtromoly 
variable,  hot  days  alternating  with  cold  nights  and  low  tomporaturos. 
As  a  result  it  is  reported  from  up-coimtry  that  in  several  sections 
rosowings  in  a  fairly  largo  scalo  had  to  bo  undertaken,  and  that, 
generally  speaking,  tho  plant  has  again  lost  somo  ground.
